Cost (M living Takes Sharpest 
Rise Since February, Gov’t Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
cost of living rose four-tenths of 
one per cent last month, faster 
than any month since Febru­ 
ary. the Labor Department said 
today. 
At the same time the depart­ 
ment reported that the average 
weekly earnings of rank-and- 
file production workers rose 
eight-tenths of one per cent, 
twice the increase in consumer 
prices. 
This left an increase of four- 
tenths of one per cent in buying 
power for July, the highest rise 
since the department began 
keeping figures on real earn­ 
ings in 1964. 
A big increase in consumer 
prices was due mainly to a 
sharp jump in the cost of food. 
This went up a full one per cent 
in terms of the housewife's dol­ 
lars, which the department said 
was six-tenths of one per cent 
more than usual for July. 
There was no increase in the 
average price of commodities 
other 'than food. These prices 
usually drop this time of year, 
due to summer sales and other 
factors,

showed a three-tenths of one 
per cent increase on t season­ 
ally adjusted basis.

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PARKING METERS TO GO 
During one city administration, the 
head of the city government remarked 
th at he was required to use parking 
meter revenue and fines in order to op­ 
erate Greensburg. 
Undoubtedly, successive city adminis­ 
trations have welcomed revenue from 
parking meters, fines and any other 
sources. 
It must be admitted that existing shop­ 
ping centers here have stimulated the 
volume of retail trade in the Greensburg 
area. They have the distinct advantage 
of offering free parking. 
However, if the retail area is permitted 
to decline in volume of business, all sec­ 
tions, including establishments in the 
outskirts, are affected. 
When parking meters were installed in 
the downtown area, an error in judgment 
was made. Initially, the revenue went to 
the city general fund. In recent adminis­ 
trations. a better formula for apportion­ 
ment of parking meter revenue nas been 
provided. 
The initial mistake was that instead 
of being turned over to the general fund, 
all parking meter revenue should have 
been earmarked for parking lot develop­ 
ment. 
The main business area maj 
be labeled the Greensburg Downi 
Shopping Center. 
It could become an even better area 
for conduct of retail business, if parking 
meters could be removed. 
This would also mean that additional 
parking lots would be necessary. Two 
business firms have provided parking 
areas for employes. The city owns two 
parking lots and leases another area. 
Employes of downtown establishments, 
in such an event would have to be in­ 
formed that use of designated parking 
area is mandatory. 
On normal mornings. Greensburg is 
able to provide adequate parking to meet 
retail needs. There are afternoons and 
eak periods in which it is difficult to 
ind a parking space. 
The downtown area needs to be geared 
to accommodate peak periods. In fact, 
if parking meters could be removed, the 
tempo of the downtown area would be 
enhanced. 
This is a period of change of which the 
city must be cognizant. Property owners 
in the business district contribute to the 
support of city government to an im­ 
portant extent. 
It appears that the city will be re­ 
quired, eventually at least, to provide 
free parking in the downtown area 
through removal of parking meters.

The Book of Hebrews is a needed study 
among Christians of our time. While the 
burden of the anonymous writer was to 
warn Hebrew Christians against an 
apostate return to Judaism, the epistle 
is of tremendous value for modern Chris­ 
tians because of its appeal to faith. Let 
us note a considered outline: 
(1) The Authority of Christ’s Person 
(Chapters One through Four). 
(2) The Superiority of Christ’s Priest­ 
hood (Chapters Five through Seven) . 
(3) The Finality of Christ’s Passion 
(Chapters Eight through Ten). 
(4) The Integrity of Our Profession 
(Chapters Eleven through Thirteen). 
In the first division, the writer presents 
Christ as the Son of God, better than the 
angels, and appearing to us in the flesh. 
In the second division, Christ’s Priest­ 
hood is presented after the order of 
Melchisedec. It is an 
unchangeable 
priesthood, and it was “able to save them 
to the uttermost that cometh to God by 
him, seeing he ever liveth to make inter­ 
cession for them.” 
In the third division we have the ulti­ 
mate in the sacrificial system of redemp­ 
tion. “Neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood he entered in 
once into the holy place, having obtained 
eternal redemption for us . . . So Christ 
was once offered to bear the sins of 
many .. 
Finally, the sacred writer declares that 
Christians must give to their profession 
an integrity able to stand the test of per­ 
secution and time. He spends the remain­ 
ing paragraphs appealing for sincere de­ 
votion to Christ.

and 
Martin 
A,groo sky 
were 
conducting

hearsed interview with a sitting 
judge of the Supreme Court, 
who was answering questions 
about the law, the Constitution 
and the court without reserva­ 
tion and with total candor. 
“Justice Black and the Bill of 
Rights” was broadcast on Dec. 
3 oí that year, made front-page 
news, 
won 
a 
multitude 
of 
awards and was one of the 
m ost 
re w a rd in g 
a ss i gn ment s 
this producer has ever had. 
It is June 29, 1972. 
Again 
there are 17 technicians, this 
time a single reporter (Sev­ 
areid), two producers 
(Isaac

myself) 
and 
the senior justice of the Su­ 
preme Court, William Orville 
Douglas. 
Instead of a jammed study 
we have a matchless outdoor 
location.

The Douglas interview, I be­ 
lieve, will be meaningful be­ 
cause of his outspoken views on 
the 
legality 
of the Vietnam 
war, on school busing and on 
electronic surveillance. 
Our objective in the hour con­ 
versations I have produced, in­ 
cluding those with Presidents 
Eisenhower and Johnson, is to 
keep the machinery, sometimes 
referred to as the garbage, out 
of the way. By that I mean 
c a m era s, 
1 i gbts, 
m icrophone s 
and other people. 
The producer provides no di­ 
rections except “roll the cam­ 
eras" and “cut” unless there is 
a technical problem that makes 
the material unusable. We do 
not direct the participants. We 
do not say, "I’m sure you can 
say that better” or, "Won’t you 
say that again with a little 
more 
life?” 
Our 
aim is to 
present a fine mind at work, 
and 
that 
is best 
achieved, 
through direct communication 
between that mind and our re­ 
porter. The lower the profile of 
everyone else the better. 
Black and Douglas presented 
sharply contrasting figures in. 
front of our cameras. 
Black, then 82, was a short 
man, courtly in manner, with 
an oval, patrician face and a 
warm smile. He was deliberate 


in speech, always hearing the 
questioner 
out, 
never inter­ 
rupting. 
He seemed amused 
when the reporters pressed at 
him with difficult questions. 
Black wore a dark suit, while 
shirt 
and 
conservative 
tie. 
Douglas is dressed for Goose 
Prairie — blue shirt open at the 
collar, 
work pants and high 
shoes. We filmed Douglas out­ 
doors under a brilliant sky. In 
the 
second hour he became 
noticeably sunburned. So if he 
seems to be reddening a hit on 
the television screen, it is not a 
flaw in your set. 
While Black smiled, Douglas 
laughs a lot during the hour. 
Douglas has a. nervous habit, of 
wiping his hand across Ms face 
when he talks. Black sat back 
in the swivel chair in his office 
and rocked serenely as he an­ 
swered 
the questions 
in his 
slow, Southern, voice. 
Douglas finds it, hard, to sit 
still. The energy of the man is 
formidable. And it is especially 
so when you realize that he is 
73, has had a pacemaker in his 
heart for 10 years and. lost a 
lung several years ago when a 
horse rolled over on him and 
crushed his chest. 
“Do you have a feeling,” Sev­ 
areid asks him, “that you’re 
living on borrowed time?” 
“No, no,” replies: Douglas. “I 
have no worries and concerns. 
I early adopted the theory that 
the most dangerous thing a per­ 
son can do is to be alive.”

Bakers Say Price Of Bread Soon 


Will Rise 2 To 3 Cents A Loaf 


WASHINGTON (API - Bak­ 
ers,, claiming wheat sales to the 
Soviet Union 
have 
triggered 
higher flour costs, say our daily 
bread is on the verge of going 
up two to three cents per loaf. 
“The wheat market went ape 
and the Russian situation added 
fuel to the fire.” .said Richard 
W. 
Da spit, 
president of the 
American Bakers Association 
While he declined to predict 
flatly 
what might happen to 
bread prices, Daspit said the 
higher flour costs alone add one 
cent to the cost of producing a 
loaf of bread, By the time sales 
commissions and retail m ark­ 
ups are added, the increase to 
consumers could be at leact 
tw'o cents and perhaps three 
cents per loaf, the bakers say. 
Large baking firms will have 
to seek price increases from 
the 
Price 
Commission 
but 
sm aller and regional companies 
can 
increase 
prices without 
government approval. 
Bakers claim the Soviet Un­ 
ion, which reportedly is buying 
up to 400 million bushels of 
wheat to make up deficits from 
crop losses, are responsible for 
much of the increase in flour 
costs. 
Wheat in Kansas City in mid- 
July sold for SI .57 per bushel. 
By last weekend, it was $1.86 
Flour at Kansas City sold for 
$6.70 per one hundred pounds in 
mid-August 
compared 
with 
$5,40 a year earlier. In early 
July—before 
the Soviet deal 
was known, it was $5.85 per one 
hundred pounds. 
Daspit said it cost a hiker 


about 23 cents last year to pro­ 
duce a loaf of bread. That in­ 
cludes, he said, a cost of about 
4 cents per loaf for flour. Flour 
now costs about 5 cents, he 
said. 
Profits before taxes, he said, 
averaged 
slightly 
more than 
one tenth of one cent per loaf. 
“ It’s a low-profit business,” 


Seven times during the 1972

Six Killed In 
Irish Blast 
BELFAST (AP) — An ex­ 
plosion in a customs post in the 
border town of Newry today 
killed six persons, police said. 
They said two of the dead ap­ 
parently were guerrillas who 
brought the explosives Into the 
building. 
A third man waiting outside 
in a car drove off when the 
blast ripped through the con­ 
crete building. 
Two other persons were te- 
riously injured. 
It was the biggest terrorist 
toll in Northern Ireland since 
July 31, wnen three bombs 
killed nine persons in the vil­ 
lage of Claudy, near London­ 
derry. 
The six dead raised to 524 the 
confirmed death toll in North­ 
ern Ireland’s three years of vio­ 
lence.
